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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

2. Claims 1 -2, 5, 9-1 2, 1 6 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3 
and 7 of copending Application No. 09/995108 in view of Bregman. 

09/995108 claims a plurality of transceiver channels including photo detectors 
having a predefined width (claim7), a plurality of test pads (claim 1, line 4) and a 
plurality of power pads (claim 1 , lines 7-11). Although he does not specifically claim 
details of the channel spacing, Bregman et al teach that it is well known for such 
spacing to be 250 micrometers (column 14, lines 1-4). It would have been obvious to 
have equal channel spacing which would be compatible with standard fiber cable in 
order to provide easy alignment with the fiber cable. In regard to claim 2 of the present 
application, see claim 3 of 09/995108. In regard to claims 16 and 10, it is well known in 
integrated circuits that all spacing should be minimized in order to provide the smallest 
circuit that can be integrated, therefore, it would have been obvious to minimize the 
spacing between test pads in order to reduce size of the circuit. 
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This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

3. Claims 3-4, 6-8, 13-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 7-1 9 are allowed. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wu (3969670) teaches a test pad and power pads for an 
integrated circuit. Koh (5475224) which teaches an array of infrared detectors with test 
pads. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach nor render obvious the predefined sequence of test pads in a 
sequential fiber optic transceiver with specific channel spacing or the ground test pad 
spaced apart by a pair of differential channel output test pads and each sequential fiber 
optic transceiver channel from the ground test pad of a next sequential fiber optical 
transceiver channel or implementing testing of a fiber optic transceiver array by 
projecting a light beam on a photo detector of a first transceiver, applying power probes 
and test probes in the specific sequence on specific test pads.
